Receipt is ad^nowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), whicli 
papers have been placed of record in tine file. 

That this "application is a 371 of PCT/EP03/08831 08/08/2003 " and any foreign 
data, priority of which is being claimed, should be incorporated in the specification. 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors, e.g., typographical, grammar, idiomatic, syntax 
and etc. Applicants' cooperations are requested in correcting any errors of which 
applicants may become aware in the specification. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the inclusion of legal 
phraseology often used in patent claims such as "comprises " in line 3. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Figures 4 to 7 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). [Note page 1 1 , lines 21-24, 
indicating that all columns are conventional distillation columns]?

Also, it is 
unclear whether the process step in the preamble is to be regarded as part of 
applicants' invention? Applicants should recite claim 1 in Jepson -format (if intended) 
to delineate that which Is an Improvement in the art. 

b) . The claimed "... separate the IPDA used in step a) into at least five fractions 
ia) to iv) lacks proper antecedent basis when step c) is not carried-out with the 
"optionally" language. 

c) . The ratio an IPDA fraction having a cis/trans isomer ratio of 66/34 In claim 1 , 
Iv) appears to be at odd with the ratio of at least 73/27 initially recited In claim 1 . 

d) .The claimed "the at least one column" would presupposed for one or more 
column(s) which provides for ambiguity when the column is one from the "one or two 
columns" In claim 5. 

e) .The Inconsistent used of terminology is improper as it provides for confusion In 
the claims. For examples: "column" (singular) in claim 1 , as opposed to "columns" 
(plural) in claims 7-9. 

f) .CIaim 9, as recited, is in improper Markush language. 
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— Wherein R is A, B, or C — ; and 

— Wherein R is selected from a group consisting of A, B, and C— would both constitute 
proper Markush languages 

Claims 1-9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Funke et al '313 and Funke et al '857 both disclose a process for preparing 
isophoronediamine having a cis/trans ratio by reacting in the presence of hydrogenation 
catalyst.
